Response to Arguments 
1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

1. Gaims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Pryor et al 
(US 6,296,937) as set forth in the last office action and further discussed below. 

Applicants argued that the rejection must be withdrawn "in view of the enclosed 
Terminal Disclaimer and Notice of Recordation of Assignment Document of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,296,937." 102(b) is a statutory bar rejection, thus it cannot be overcome by means of 
Terminal Disclaimer or Assignment.
